The 
margiv a few days ago was only about 
$23,000.000, which taking out the two items 
named feft the treasury with a very narrow 
margin to work on. All heavy payments 
likely to occur this month have made. 

The treasury officials are still interested 
in the question of keeping intact the $100,- 
000,000. gold reserve. Secretary Foster 
authorized the stntement today that the gold 
reserve will be kept intact at all hazards. 
How, he could not say, but he stated with 
emphasis that if it was necessary to Issue 
bouds to do it, he would go even to that ex- 
treme.

Paul Neumann and Prince David of 
Hawaii Arrive 


10 PLEAD THE CASE OF THE QUEEN, 


They Are Sorry the United States 
Have Been So Hasty 


TO FORM A TREATY OF ANNEXATION, 


But Neumann Will Work with the Sena- 
ators to Prevent Its Ratification. 
Foster’s Letter Made Public. 


Washington, February 17.—Paul Neu- 
mann, envoy of queen Liliuokalani, accom- 
panied by Prince David, of the royal fam- 
ily, and two servants, reached the city late 
tonight. Though worn and tired out after 
his tedious journey, Mr. Neumann, in .a 
brief conversation, indicated partially what 
his course of action will be in his effort to 
induce the senate to refuse to ratify the 
treaty for the annexation of Hawaii, which 
it now has under consideration. Neumann 
regretted very much that the matter had 
progressed so far as it has, and regarded 
it as unfortunate that he would not be able 
to see the president or Secretary Foster 
until next week. Neumann realizes, there- 
fore, that he must submit the queen’s case 
to the senators themselves, and tomorrow 
he will begin work. He will ask the sena- 
tors to consider papers which he has in his 
possession, and then, after reading them 
and hearing all he. has to say, they should 
decide to ratify the treaty, he will not have

COX'S COMPROMISE 


For the Defeated Proposition for the Repeal 
of the Sherman Law. 

Washington, February 17.—Mr. Cox, of 
Tennessee, member of the house banking and 
currency committee, nd an advocate of 
free coinage, has, prepared a bill as a com- 
promise for the defeated proposition to re- 
peal the Sherman silver law. The bill re- 
peals the Sherman law, re-enacts the Bland 
law of 1878, with the proviso that the legal 
tender character of the notes issued under 
the Sherman law, shall not be impaired. 
The secretary of the treasury is directed 
to have coined bullion purchased under the 
Sherman law into standard silver dollars and 
cover them into the revenues of the treas- 
ury, but the silver dollars provided for un- 
dre the Bland act, which is re-enacted, are 
to have priority in coinage so far as prac- 
ticable. Treasury notes issued in payment 
for bullion are to continue redéemable as 
now provided for by law and when redeem- 
ed are to be destroyde.

Populists Very Indignant Over the |

AND SAY LEWELLING SURRENDERED, 


‘They Also Bay They Will Not Obey the 
Court—Troops En Route to Topeka 
Ordered Back to Their Homes. 


Topeka, Kas., February 17.—After a can- 
sultation, lasting from 9 o’clock until] 12:30 
o’clock, Governor Lewelling signed the 
peace agreement between him and the re- 
publican house of representatives. News 
of the gettlement of the revolution was re- 
eeived. in the republican hall with the wild- 
est d@monstration 6f joy. The terms of 
peace are a complete back-down by the gov- 
ernor, and the republicans claim that they 
have gained all that they ever 
demanded. The decision of the 
courts is now awaited with 
great anxiety. The populists are very much | 
discouraged at the turn affairs have taken, 
and are abusing the governor for agreeing 
to the terms of peace. Many of the leaders 
say that they will not obey the supreme 
court if it decided against them. 

Terms ef Agreement. ~ 

The agreement is practically that present- 
ed by the honse to the governor last night. 
It proposes to give the republicans undis- 
puted possession of the representative hall 
‘with all its appurtenances and connecting 
rooms. The republicans to agree not to 
make any further arrests of the populist 
house officers for contempt. The populists 
were to continue their meeting in a hall 
down town. The governor was to remove 
the militia force and the sheriff would dis- 
charge his large force of deputies. ‘he 
governor is to abide the decision of the 
supreme court hefore which two cases are 
now pending . 

Troops Ordered 

Immediately after the agreement had been 
signed, dispatches were sent out by Adju- 
tant General Artz, ordering all troops now 
en route to the capitol to return to their 
homes. The populists also loaded down the 
wires with messages to their supporters that 
all occasion for their presence here had 
passed for the time being.

Some of the hot-headed populists from 
out-of-town are inclined to be decidedly 
ugly over the turn affairs have taken, con- 
tending that the governor should have held 
his own until the republicans were -either 
starved outor driven out of the statehouse.

The Old Land Grants. 


Secretary of State Phil Cook is being enter- 
tained right much recentiy with letters from 
old soldiers who fought in the Indian wars, 
asking about the conditions upon which the 
pensions are given out to such veterans. 

The law that passed congress at the last 
session providing for the payment of these 
pensions was introduced by Congressman 
Charles Moses. It became a law and is now 
in full force and effect. 

Eight dollars per month is the amount 
allowed the veterans of the Indian wars by 
the government. The pension is given to 
any old soldier who can establish his claim. 

it will be remembered that the United 
States never allowed these old warriors any 
pensions further than the land grants given 
a long time ago for their service in se 
wars. There are many old men in the state 
of Georgia who fought in the wars with the 
Indians and they are coming to the front for 
their pensions. 

The old land grants are the evidence in 
these cases and there is much trouble in find. 
ing a complete record of the grants which 
were made so long ago. 

“If there are a men in the world who 
deserve to be pensioned by the country it is 
the men who fought in the Indian wars,’ re. 
es General Phil Cook, secretary of state.

NEW YORK, February 17—Liverpool this morning 
was excited at an advance of 8-$44 on rumors that the 
strike had been settled on the basis-of 25 per cent re- 
duction. There were innumerable cables here all 
more or less of a positive nature. We in fact received 
a cable from one of our friends saying they were con- 
fident of favorable results; thatan agreement had al- 
ready been signed but not yet made public, hence no 
hitch likely. From another source we were told that 
there was nothing definitely settled, and it may prob- 
ably prove to a false alarm. The market here 
opened at an advance of 19@20 P enone which was fairly 
well maintained until advices from Manchester began 
to be received contradicting the settlement of the 
strike. Our corr dent from that place cabled us 
that the employers had decided to refuse the opera- 
tives’ offer of 244 per cent reduction if the same would 
be made. The correctness of this information jwas

There were 
enough of them in the city to make the 
entire receipts from that source something 
like four thousand six hundred dollars and 
the money thus collected went towards 
paying the running and other expenses of the

THEIR CAPITAL STOCK WILL BE $100,000 


The Constitution Separates Its Book and 
and Job Department from the Paper, 
Uniting with the Franklin Company. 


The book and job departments of the 
Constitution Publishing Company and the 
Franklin Publishing Company have been con- 
eolidated and will make the largest publish- 
ing concern in the south. 

Both are large establishments and do 
a heavy business annually. Both have been 
managed with great skill and sagacity and 
enjoy an enormous patronage. No publish- 

firms in the south stand above these, 

e consolidation has been under con- 
sideration for some time. Yesterday the 
contracts were signed and the charter is 
being prepared. As soon as possible the 
Constitution’s book and job branch will 
be removed to the handsome and commo- 
dious building of the Franklin company at 
Edgewood avenue and Ivy street. 

This is not a sell out by either company, 
but simply a sort of partnership or joint 
stock arrangement, entered into because 
it would save expense’ and probably pro- 
duce better results. 

The capital stock Of the new jiont company 
will be $100,000. The Constitution needs 
more room for the publication of the paper 
and kindred branches of the business. Its 
book and job department was started about 
seven years ago and under the able 
management of Mr. W. J. Campbell has 
grown to enormous proportions and is the 
peer of any similar concern in the country. 
The Franklin publishing house is older 
and is owned by Messrs. George W. and 
Z. D. Harrison. Mr. George W. Harrison 
has been the skillful manager and has built 
up a trade and reputation creditable to him- 
self and the city of Atlanta. His company 
has been wonderfully successful in pub- 
lishing books. This will be a special feature 
of the new company. Jt will be conducted 
after the manner of*the Harpers or Scrib- 
ners and with the enormous facilities at 
command will be able to compete with the 
great publishing firms of the north. 

Both establishments are finely equipped. 
Their plants will be combined and no facil- 
ity will be lacking for turning out fine work. 

The name of the new company has not 
been positively fixed. It may be the South- 
ern Publishing Company. Directors will be 
elected next week. Until the company is 

ermanently organized Colonel W. A 

emphill and Mr. George W. 
will act as trustees.
